PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To allow a user 
to easily obtain the information of a service 
content provided by a photo studio or a 
laboratory to which the user is requesting a 
service at that time, and to easily prepare an 
order file based on the information when the 
user prepares the order file to be transferred to 
the service provider by ordering by his own 
personal computer for a digital photo service. 
SOLUTION: A service item displayed on a 
screen by application software for preparing an 
order file is described in an item reference file 
7 different from the application main body, and 
each time the application main body is 
executed, the time reference file 7 is read (a 
step 403), and the service item described in 
the file is displayed. That is, the item reference 
file is provided as another file different from the 
application main body so that the service item 
displayed on the screen can be changed only 
by replacing the item reference file.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1]Image data which can be specified as an object of a service item which can be ordered, and 
service is displayed on a display, Specification information which shows a service item and image 
data which are the information inputted from an input device and were chosen based on said display 
is incorporated. In a method of creating an order file used for an order of photograph service by 
describing this specification information to a predetermined file in form which was able to be defined 
beforehand. An order file preparation method displaying a service item described by said item 
reference file as a service item in which said order is possible with reference to at least one item 
reference file at least a part in a service item which was memorized beforehand, and which can be 
ordered was described to be by memory storage. 

[Claim 2]With edit service of image data, describe data for a display of at least one usable template 
to said item reference file, and as some service items in which said order is possible. The order file 
preparation method according to claim 1 incorporating information which shows a template chosen 
based on said display as one of the specification information which displays data for a display of said 
template and shows said service item. 

[Claim 3]Incorporate information which memorized two or more item reference files for every 
service store which provides photograph service to said memory storage, and was inputted into it 
from an input device and which specifies a service store, and as a service item in which said order is 
possible. The order file preparation method according to claim 1 or 2 displaying a service item 
described by item reference file corresponding to a specified service store. 

[Claim 4]Incorporate information which memorized two or more item reference files for every stage 
which provides photograph service to said memory storage, and was inputted into it from an input 
device and which specifies a stage, and as a service item in which said order is possible. The order 
file preparation method according to claim 1 or 2 displaying a service item described by item 
reference file corresponding to a specified stage. 

[Claim 5]A displaying means which displays image data which can be specified as an object of a 
service item which can be ordered, and service on a screen. 

A specification information capture means which incorporates specification information which shows 
a service item and image data selected based on said display. 

A file generating means to create an order file used for an order of photograph service by describing 
said specification information to a predetermined file in form which was able to be defined 
beforehand. 

Are the order file preparation device provided with the above, and it has a memory measure which 
memorized at least one item reference file at least a part in a service item in which said order is 
possible was described to be. Said displaying means displays a service item described by said item 
reference file as a service item in which said order is possible. 

[Claim 6]Said item reference file is a file which contains data for a display of at least one usable 
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template with edit service of image data, and said displaying means as some service items in which 
said order is possible, The order file preparation device according to claim 5 which displays data for 
a display of said template and with which said specification information capture means is 
characterized by being what incorporates information which shows a template chosen as one of the 
specification information which shows said service item based on said display. 
[Claim 7]Said memory measure is a thing which provides photograph service and which memorizes 
two or more item reference files for every service store. Said specification information capture 
means also performs incorporation of information which specifies a service store, and said displaying 
means as a service item in which said order is possible. The order file preparation device according 
to claim 5 or 6 being what displays a service item described by item reference file corresponding to 
a specified service store. 

[Claim 8]Said memory measure is what memorizes two or more item reference files for every stage 
which provides photograph service. Said specification information capture means also performs 
incorporation of information which specifies a stage, and said displaying means as a service item in 
which said order is possible, The order file preparation device according to claim 5 or 6 being what 
displays a service item described by item reference file corresponding to a specified stage. 
[Claim 9]It is the recording medium with which a creation processing program of an order file used 
for an order of photograph service was recorded and in which computer reading is possible, 
Processing which displays on a display a service item which read an item reference file at least a 
part in a service item which was memorized beforehand, and which can be ordered was described to 
be by memory storage, and was described by this item reference file. Processing which displays 
image data which can be specified as an object of service kept by memory storage on a display. 
Processing which incorporates specification information which shows image data and a service item 
which are the information inputted from an input device and were chosen based on a display of said 
image data and a service item, A recording medium in which computer reading is possible, wherein a 
creation processing program of an order file which makes processing which creates an order file 
used for an order by describing said specification information to a predetermined file in form which 
was able to be defined beforehand perform to a computer is recorded. 

[Claim 10]An item reference file memorized by said memory storage is a file which contains data for 
a display of at least one usable template with edit service of image data, and said program as some 
service items in which said order is possible, Processing which displays data for a display of said 
template on said display, A recording medium being a program to which processing which 
incorporates information which shows a template chosen as one of the specification information 
which shows said service item based on said display from said input device is made to carry out to a 
computer and in which the computer reading according to claim 9 is possible. 

[Claim 1 1]Processing from which item reference files memorized by said memory storage are two or 
more files for every service store which provides photograph service, and said program incorporates 
information which was inputted from an input device, and which specifies a service store. Processing 
which displays a service item described as a service item in which said order is possible by item 
reference file corresponding to a specified service store on said display, A recording medium being a 
program made to perform to a computer and in which the computer reading according to claim 9 or 
10 is possible. 

[Claim 12]Processing from which item reference files memorized by said memory storage are two or 
more files for every stage which provides photograph service, and said program incorporates 
information which was inputted from an input device, and which specifies a stage, A recording 
medium being a program to which processing which displays a service item described as a service 
item in which said order is possible by item reference file corresponding to a specified stage is made 
to carry out to a computer and in which the computer reading according to claim 9 or 10 is possible. 
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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention]This invention the various directions information about the order of a print 
output, the digital output to media, etc. in digital photograph service, When giving a purveyor of 
service an order by delivering as digital data from a user, it is related with the recording medium 
with which the method, device, and order file preparing program which create the order file 
directions information was described to be were recorded. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art]In recent years, the digital photograph service using the Internet has 
come to be provided. Since limited public presentation of the photograph currently recorded on that 
film will be carried out on the Internet at a client if digitization and storage of the picture are 
simultaneously requested when taking out a film to development, for example according to this 
service. By referring to the exhibited photograph with the personal computer connected to the 
network, the client can perform an extra copy order of a print etc., without going to a service store. 
[0003]In such an order form, the order file which described the various directions information about 
an order is received and passed to a purveyor of service from a user via a network or an archive 
medium. An order file is created by the application software for exclusive use usually built into a 
user's personal computer. This software displays on a screen the list of the image data which can 
be specified as an object of service, and the list of the service items (for example, the size which 
can be printed, the template which can be used for edit, etc.) which can be ordered about that 
image data. If a user chooses desired image data and service item with a mouse or a keyboard 
based on the display. The software incorporates those information, describes to a file ID which 
shows the service item specified as ID of image data in the format which was able to be defined 
beforehand, and creates an order file. 

[0004]According to the above-mentioned application software, the user can place an order by 
choosing the displayed image data and image data arbitrary out of a service item, and a service item, 
and creating an order file. It is possible that such application software is distributed to a user by a 
network and the archive medium. 
[0005] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention]In the above-mentioned gestalt, when a purveyor of 
service changes the contents of service, said application software must be upgraded and it must 
redistribute to a user. In this case, the user side must reset up the redistributed software in a 
personal computer. This is work troublesome for both a purveyor of service and a user, therefore 
change of a frequent service content is difficult. 

[0006] However, as for the contents of not only digital photograph service but the service generally 
provided with photograph service, it is common to differ in a service store unit, such as not only 
differing for every purveyor of service but each photo shop, lab, etc. which are the offer origin of 
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application software. The contents of the service which can be provided by a stage even in the 
same service store may differ. 

[0007]For example, the ranges of the size which can be printed differ depending on the model of the 
photofinishing system which a service store owns. There is also service provided, for example like 
New-Year's-greetings postcard creation service only at the limited stage. A price may differ also in 
the same service for every service store, or a price may fluctuate by a stage also about one more 
service store. 

[0008]For this reason, after providing the user of all the service stores belonging to a certain series 
with the same application software like the above-mentioned gestalt and accepting the order, were 
able to create the order file, for example about a certain service item, but. The problem of not 
having had you receive, when placing an order with a photo shop by delivering the order file may 
arise. Or if received, although it was able to be given, since the service price had changed, it may 
have been said that a trouble arose. 

[0009]In the order form in which this invention creates the order file which a user performs order 
processing with his own personal computer, and delivers to a purveyor of service in view of this 
problem. It aims at the photo shop or lab where a user is going to request service enabling it for the 
information on the service content provided at the time to come to hand easily, and enabling it to 
create an order file simply based on the information. 
[0010] 

[Means for Solving the Problemjln order to solve an aforementioned problem, in this invention a list 
of service items. It describes to a file different from a main part, without including in a main part of 
application software, whenever a main part of application is performed, this file is read, and a service 
item described in a file is displayed. 

[001 1]Namely, an order file preparation method of this invention. Image data which can be specified 
as an object of a service item which can be ordered, and service is displayed on a display. 
Specification information which shows a service item and image data which are the information 
inputted from an input device and were chosen based on said display is incorporated. In a method of 
creating an order file used for an order of photograph service by describing this specification 
information to a predetermined file in form which was able to be defined beforehand. With reference 
to at least one item reference file at least a part in a service item which was memorized beforehand, 
and which can be ordered was described to be by memory storage, a service item described by said 
item reference file is displayed as a service item in which said order is possible. 
[0012]Here, a "display" is specifically the monitor of a personal computer and "input devices" is a 
keyboard of a personal computer, a mouse, etc. "Memory storage" may be a hard disk of a personal 
computer provided with said display or an input device, and may be a hard disk of other computers 
connected in the personal computer and network. 

[001 3]A display of "image data which can be specified as a service object". For example, by 
accessing a service center from a personal computer, with reference to image data for monitor 
displays by which storage management is carried out, may display on a service center, and. When 
image data is recorded on CD-R etc. and a user is provided with it, image data may be read and 
displayed from the CD-R. 

[0014]As for "specification information which shows a selected service item and image data", it is 
preferred to be referred to as image data selected, for example, ID of a service item, etc. 
Specification information which size of an order file describes to an order file on account of file 
transfer processing since the smaller one is desirable is good to enable it to express with the 
smallest possible number of bits. 

[001 5][ "at least a part in a service item which can be ordered was described", and ] I hear that it is 
not necessary all to necessarily read service items displayed on a screen from an item reference file 
for example, and a list of the service item may not be built into a main part of application about 
ordinary print service etc., and it is. 
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[0016]In this invention, a file format in particular of an order file and an item reference file is not 
limited. 

[0017]"Service" as used herein means any photograph services which a purveyor of service 
provides to a user, such as record service of digital image data to media besides what is called print 
service, and image registration service to a network server. If not only a kind of service but "a 
service item which can be ordered" is print service, for example, detailed items, such as a kind of 
size which can be printed, and a kind (for example, ordinary photographic paper, a T-shirt, a mug) of 
print medium, shall also be included. When displaying a service item, it is desirable to also display a 
service price together. 

[0018]For example, in providing image editing service which used a template as one of said the 
services. Describe data for a display of at least one template which can be used for edit of image 
data to said item reference file, and as some service items in which said order is possible. Data for a 
display of said template is displayed and information which shows a template chosen as one of the 
specification information which shows said service item based on said display is incorporated. That 
is, a kind of template in such a case shall also be called a service item. 

[0019]As for "data for a display", it is desirable here to consider it as a template of a low resolution. 
This is because many kinds of templates are usually described in an item reference file, so it is 
convenient when a direction from which resolution is dropped as much as possible in the range 
which does not have trouble in a monitor display transmits an item reference file. 
[0020]Although the above-mentioned item reference file accepts one kind, and is prepared and it 
may be made to exchange with renewal of a service content here, Incorporate information which 
memorized two or more item reference files for every service store which provides photograph 
service to said memory storage, and was inputted into it from an input device and which specifies a 
service store, and as a service item in which said order is possible. It may be made to display a 
service item described by item reference file corresponding to a specified service store. 
[0021 ]0r incorporate information which memorized two or more item reference files for every stage 
which provides photograph service to said memory storage, and was inputted into it from an input 
device and which specifies a stage, and as a service item in which said order is possible. It may be 
made to display a service item described by item reference file corresponding to a specified stage. 
[0022]"Every stage" means preparing an item reference file for every season of an event etc., for 
example like every season of spring, summer, fall and winter or an object for the Christmas seasons, 
an object for the beginning of the year, an object for athletic meet seasons, and an object for 
Mother's Day. 

[0023]As mentioned above, although an order file preparation method of this invention was 
explained, an order file preparation device of this invention is a device which creates an order file in 
accordance with a described method, and is carried out by building application for exclusive use into 
a general-purpose personal computer etc. actually. 

[0024]Namely, an order file preparation device of this invention, A displaying means which displays 
image data which can be specified as an object of a service item which can be ordered, and service 
on a screen, A specification information capture means which incorporates specification information 
which shows a service item and image data selected based on said display, It is the device provided 
with a file generating means to create an order file used for an order of photograph service by 
describing said specification information to a predetermined file in form which was able to be defined 
beforehand. It has a memory measure which memorized at least one item reference file at least a 
part in a service item in which said order is possible was described to be, and said displaying means 
displays a service item described by said item reference file as a service item in which said order is 
possible. 

[0025]Under the present circumstances, consider it as a file containing data for a display of at least 
one template which can use said item reference file for edit of image data, and said displaying means 
as some service items in which said order is possible. Data for a display of said template is 
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displayed and it may be made to incorporate information which shows a template as which said 
specification information capture means was chosen as one of the specification information which 
shows said service item based on said display. 

[0026]Said memory measure is a thing which provides photograph service and which memorizes two 
or more item reference files for every service store, Said specification information capture means 
also performs incorporation of information which specifies a service store, and it is good also as a 
device [ as / said whose displaying means is what displays a service item described by item 
reference file corresponding to a specified service store as a service item in which said order is 
possible ]. 

[0027]Similarly said memory measure is what memorizes two or more item reference files for every 
stage which provides photograph service. It is good also as a device with which said specification 
information capture means also performs incorporation of information which specifies a stage, and 
said displaying means is characterized by being what displays a service item described by item 
reference file corresponding to a specified stage as a service item in which said order is possible. 
[0028]An order file preparing program recorded on a recording medium which can computer read 
this invention is equivalent to application for exclusive use built into the above-mentioned general- 
purpose personal computer. A purveyor of service provides a user with a recording medium with 
which this program was recorded, and has you include this program in a user's personal computer. A 
user is provided with the above-mentioned item reference file apart from this program. 
[0029]Namely, a recording medium which can computer read this invention. It is the recording 
medium with which a creation processing program of an order file used for an order of photograph 
service was recorded and in which computer reading is possible. Processing which displays on a 
display a service item which read an item reference file at least a part in a service item which was 
memorized beforehand, and which can be ordered was described to be by memory storage, and was 
described by this item reference file. Processing which displays image data which can be specified 
as an object of service kept by memory storage on a display. Processing which incorporates 
specification information which shows image data and a service item which are the information 
inputted from an input device and were chosen based on a display of said image data and a service 
item, A creation processing program of an order file which makes processing which creates an order 
file used for an order perform to a computer was recorded by describing said specification 
information to a predetermined file in form which was able to be defined beforehand. 
[0030] Memory storage which memorizes an item reference file may differ from memory storage 
which keeps image data, and it may be the same. With memory storage, a removable media in the 
state where it was set to a media drive shall also be included. 

[0031] Under the present circumstances, if an item reference file memorized by said memory storage 
is a file containing data for a display of at least one template which can be used for edit of image 
data. Processing which displays data for a display of said template on said display as some service 
items which said program can order [ said ], It may be made to make processing which incorporates 
information which shows a template chosen as one of the specification information which shows 
said service item based on said display from said input device perform to a computer. 
[0032]When item reference files memorized by said memory storage are two or more files for every 
service store which provides photograph service. Processing which incorporates information as 
which said program was inputted from an input device, and which specifies a service store, It may be 
made to make processing which displays a service item described as a service item in which said 
order is possible by item reference file corresponding to a specified service store on said display 
perform to a computer. 

[0033]Similarly, when item reference files memorized by said memory storage are two or more files 
for every stage which provides photograph service. It may be made for said program to make 
processing which displays a service item described by item reference file corresponding to 
processing which incorporates information which was inputted from an input device, and which 
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specifies a stage, and a stage specified as a service item in which said order is possible perform to a 
computer. 

[0034]An item reference file is provided together, when a user is provided with the above-mentioned 
program (application software), for example, it is desirable to enable it for the newest item reference 
file of a service store which a user is always going to order by distributing on a network an item 
reference file updated after that (or — to record on media), or a stage to come to hand. 
[0035] 

[Effect of the Invention]This invention the service item which the application software for order file 
creation displays on a screen. It does not describe as a part of main part of application software, but 
describes to the item reference file different from a main part, whenever the main part of application 
is performed, this item reference file is read, and the service item described in the file is displayed. 
That is, it enables it to change the service item displayed on a screen by using an item reference 
file as the main part of application with another file only by substituting an item reference file. When 
the service content which can be ordered thereby, for example is updated, the user can receive the 
newest service only by the newest item reference file coming to hand, without performing the 
reentry hand of application, or a setup. 

[0036] Since the addition of a template and exchange are frequently performed in the image editing 
service using especially a template, it is good for the above-mentioned item reference file with easy 
substitution to describe the template for monitor displays of a low resolution. It comes to be able to 
perform the addition of a template, and exchange simply thereby. 

[0037]In this invention, if it is made to place an order only with reference to the item reference file 
corresponding to every service store, or a service store or a stage to place an order by preparing 
more than one for every stage, an item reference file. Even when service which is different for every 
service store at the same stage is provided or service which is different for every stage in one 
service store is provided, the user can receive service only by the item reference file of the stage 
of a request of a desired service store coming to hand. 

[0038]Since digital photograph service is the comparatively new service just started in recent years, 
it succeeds in a new proposal about the service content every day, and it is a large field of change. 
Since competition between contractors is also intense, the purveyor of service has to follow change 
promptly and has to provide the service for which a user asks to always suitable timing. Therefore, 
in order file creation processing, the practical effect of this invention which made easy a change of 
the service item which can be ordered is very large. 
[0039] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, an embodiment of the invention is described with reference 
to drawings. Drawing 1 is a figure showing an example of the network photo service system with 
which this invention is applied. In drawing 1 , the user terminal 5 is an order processing terminal 
installed in the service base etc. for the user without a user's personal computer or a personal 
computer. The language laboratory system 2 (2a, 2b, 2c) is a system which carries out a print 
output. The template server 1 is a server computer which has managed the template. 
[0040]The language laboratory system 2 and the template server 1 are connected by the networks 
10, such as the Internet or a dedicated line. Although it is desirable that it is connectable with the 
network 10 if needed as for the user terminal 5, if an order file can be exchanged via media, such as 
the language laboratory system 2, FD, MO, and Zip, it does not necessarily need to be connected to 
the network 10. 

[0041 ]In this system, a user registers user images to system of a purveyor of service beforehand. 
The high-resolution image data 4 for print outputs is held by this registration at the language 
laboratory system 2. This high-resolution image data 4 reads a film beforehand, it may be kept to 
the hard disk of the language laboratory system 2, keeps the film for the user at the time of 
registration, and may be made to read if needed. 

[0042]On the other hand, to a user, the low resolution image data (not shown) for displaying and 
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checking a picture on the user terminal 5 is provided. Low resolution image data may be recorded on 
CD-R etc., a user may be provided with it, the data itself is managed in the order reception center 
by the side of a purveyor of service, etc., and a user may enable it to access it via a network at the 
data. When performing said registration in any case, the user can determine an order content, 
checking a picture on the user terminal 5. 

[0043]On the other hand, the template used for creation of an edit print is memorized by the 
template server 1 as data of the high resolution which can be used as it is at the time of print 
creation (high resolution template 3). The same template is recorded on the item reference file 7 as 
low resolution data for a display (low resolution template 9), and a user is provided with it. 
[0044]The list of various choices about the services which can be ordered, such as print service, 
image editing service, record service of the digital image data to media, and registration service of 
the low resolution image data to the above-mentioned order reception center, and service of those 
is described by the item reference file 7. Here, choices are a kind of what can be specified, for 
example as a print medium of print service, a kind of print size which can be specified, etc. The 
above-mentioned low resolution template 9 is contained in the item reference file 7 as one of the 
choices about image editing service. 

[0045]According to this embodiment, this one item reference file 7 per stage of again an order 
exists for every lab, and is recorded on media, such as CD-R, by the user from a lab or an order 
reception center, or he is provided with it via the network 1 0. 

[0046]A user starts application for exclusive use on the user terminal 5, and, thereby, performs an 
image editing and order processing. For example, while a user refers to said low resolution template 
9, suppose that editing processing of the predetermined picture was performed and the print order 
of the edited image was performed. In this case, if the order file 6 created by order processing is 
received, the language laboratory system 2a, To the high-resolution image data 4 corresponding to 
said predetermined picture, it edits using the high resolution template 3 (thing corresponding to the 
low resolution template 9) which came to hand from the template server 1, and the edit print 8 is 
created. 

[0047]As mentioned above, although the outline of the order processing in a network photo service 
system was explained, this invention relates to the processing performed in the user terminal 5 in 
the above-mentioned system. 

[0048] Drawing 2 is a figure showing an example of the application software built into the user 
terminal 5. The example of drawing 2 is the gestalt which built the order processing application 30 
into the application software 20 for editing a picture. That is, this example is carrying out processing 
concerning this invention with the image editing application 20 and the order processing application 
30. 

[0049]The image editing application 20 receives the logging specification about the picture which 
displays a picture on a monitor and is inputted from input devices, such as a mouse, the attachment 
specification to other pictures, etc., and performs editing processing of a picture (Step 201). A user 
performs print instruction of the picture, after checking the edited picture which the image editing 
application 20 displayed on the screen. The image editing application 20 which received print 
instruction starts the order processing application 30 (Step 202). The started order processing 
application 30 displays on a screen the service item which can be ordered (Step 301). A user 
performs selection of print size or print media (paper, a T-shirt, a mug, etc.) based on this display. A 
user's selection is inputted via a mouse and incorporated as specification information (Step 302). 
The incorporated specification information is described by the file in a predetermined format, and an 
order file is created (Step 303). 

[0050] Drawing 3 is a figure showing more processing of the above-mentioned order processing 
application 30 in details. This order processing application 30a displays the list of a photo shop (lab) 
and stages on a screen first, and receives the designation input from a user (Step 401). Next, the 
item reference file 7 corresponding to the photo shop and stage specified by a user is chosen (Step 
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402). The selected file (for example, file 7b) is read on a memory (Step 403), and the service item 
described in the file is displayed (Step 404). However, for example about the item reference file 7 for 
every stage, when the term of validity of that file is described and this file 7 is read in a file, the 
term of validity is referred to first, and if the term of validity has already passed, it will become a 
read error. 

[0051 ]The days (hurry do usually?) to completion, a delivery method (are they a shop front receipt 
or parcel delivery service?), a service price, etc. may be described to the item reference file 7 as 
one of the service items. 

[0052]A user specifies a desired thing out of the service item etc. which were displayed. The order 
processing application 30a receives the designation input from a user one by one (Step 405), and 
displays it for a check of the order content inputted when all the inputs were completed (Step 406). 
If the order processing application 30a is told that the check of the order content was completed by 
the confirmation button etc., the order processing application 30a will describe the order content to 
a file in a predetermined format (Step 408), and will create the order file 6. Specifically, the 
information on the name of service, quantity, the delivery date, a delivery method, an orderer, a lab, 
etc. is described by the order file 6. ID or link information for specifying the image data which is the 
target of the service, etc. is described. 

[0053]The created order file 6 is transmitted to the lab specified in the above-mentioned step 401 
via a network. Or it may record on archive media, such as FD, Zip, and MO, and you may also carry 
into a lab. An archive medium may be carried into a shop front and it may deliver in a lab. 
[0054]When the low resolution template is recorded in the item reference file 7, it may be made to 
refer to the item reference file 7 in the stage of an image editing, although the above was a gestalt 
which refers to the item reference file 7 in the order processing application 30. 
[0055] Drawin g 4 is a figure showing processing of the image editing application 20a in this case. As 
shown in a figure, this image editing application 20a, The item reference file which received 
specification of a photo shop and a stage in Step 501, chose the item reference file in Step 502, and 
was chosen in Step 503 is read on a memory, and the list of the templates which can be specified is 
displayed (Step 504). 

[0056]If a user specifies a desired template, the image editing application 20a will receive the 
information (Step 505). The picture which furthermore received specification of the image data from 
a user (Step 506), and was specified using the specified template is edited (Step 507). Next, order 
processing application is started in the state which displays an edit result in Step 508 and has 
displayed the edit result on a screen (Step 509). Although processing of order processing application 
may be the same as drawing 3, since the item reference file which should be referred to is already 
ending with selection, if it delivers as a parameter at the time of starting of order processing 
application. Steps 401 and 402 of drayying 3^^ be skipped. 

[0057]As mentioned above, although the embodiment of the invention was described, the above- 
mentioned embodiment does not limit this invention. For example, image editing application and 
order processing application may be realized as one application. 

[0058]The item reference file 7 can consider [ others / for every lab and every stage ] various 
classifications. For example, when the item reference file 7 contains a template, the item reference 
file etc. which collected the templates according to theme can be considered like the template of a 
prominent character, and the template of a scenery photograph.
